Dr. S. Parkes Cadman 
Is Taken by Death 

PVL S. Parkes Cadman, who rose 
from the mines of England to 
international fame as a pulpit ora¬ 
tor, died in Plattsburg, N. Y. t at 
the age of seventy-one. 

Dr. Cadman was pastor of the 
Central Congregational church of 
Brooklyn and was a former presi¬ 
dent of the Federal Council of 
Churches. 

In his youth. Dr. Cadman worked 
as a “pony boy’’ in a mine in 
Shropshire. England At fourteen 
he began to read theology; at sev¬ 
enteen he joined the church and at 
eighteen preached his first sermon. 
He came to America in 1890 with 
less than $100 in his pocket. 
Through a bishop whom he had met 
in London he obtained his first pas¬ 
torate 

In ins lator years, Dr. Cadi an 
had tor Ins congregation all the 
people of the North American conti¬ 
nent. He was the first of the “ra- 
di> pastors" and his Sunday after¬ 
noon sermons reached the ears of 
millions. 

New Austro-German Pact 
Makes Diplomatic History 
A NEW era in European diplo- 
1 ‘ maey was heralded with the 
•igning of a treaty between Ger- 
many ar.d Austria re-establishing 
peace and normal relations be- ! 
tween the t .vu nations. 

Since Italy ha^ been acting in 
the role of big brother to Austria 
in the past two years it was re¬ 
garded as a virtual certainty that 
Premier Mussolini had sanctioned 
the new pact Observers pointed 
out that with Germany. Austria 
and Italy in accord and with Po¬ 
land friendly u> Hitler’s aims, Eu¬ 
rope now lias a prospective alli¬ 
ance more powerful than the triple 
alliance of Germany. Italy and Au¬ 
stria-Hungary preceding the World 
war. 

By the terms of the new Austro- 
German pact, the sovereignty of 
Austria is guaranteed, a friendly 
attitude by Austria toward Ger¬ 
many is promised, amnesty to Nazi 
agitators in Austria is given u*d 
freedom of Austrian Nazi now in¬ 
terned in Germany is permitted. 

In sealing the Austro-Gecman 
agreement Chancellor Kurt Schus¬ 
chnigg of Austria wired a mes¬ 
sage of congratulations to Chancel¬ 
lor Hitler expressing his conviction 
that the agreement “would be to 
the advantage of the whole Ger¬ 
man people ” In replying Hitler 


resentatives of New York, Penn¬ 
sylvania.

So far as feed crops are concerned. 
Sudan grass and millet will still make 
good hay. Sudan grass drilled at the 
rate of 25 pounds per acre should 
yield good hay or pasture. Millet 
sown as late as August 1, under fa¬ 
vorable conditions, should produce a 
ton of hay to the acre. German millet 
is the kind usually grown in Ken¬ 
tucky. but Hungarian probably is 
better for late seeding. 


Keep Records of Soil Practices 

Farmers should keep records and 
preserve ev idence of all soil building 
practices carried out under the new 
agricultural conservation program. 

It is particularly important that 
records be kept showing the acreage 
of any green manure crops and the 
date turned under. Also, receipts 
should be preserved showing the 
amount of ground limestone or super¬ 
phosphate purchased and applied. 

Before a producer can qualify for 
payment he will be required to sub¬ 
mit proof of the soil building prac¬ 
tices carried out on the farm. There¬ 
fore, it is important that farmers 
keep all such evidence. 

It is further suggested that farmers 
notify their local committeemen or 
the county agent's office when any 
practices of this kind are carried out. 
It is not necessary that notice be 
given in writing, but it is important 
that the local committeemen be in 
formed of the practices when they 
are carried out.

It is 
interesting to (Observe (but unfortu¬ 
nate) that only two of the total num¬ 
ber reported are lawyers; *yet this 
official is called upon to deal with the 
law constantly.

Distribution of Fat 
^kTATURE meant that we 
^ ^ should have a certain amount 
of fat in and about the body. In¬ 
side, the fat forms a cushion for 
supporting organs, a partial cov¬ 
ering for the nerves; in the skin 
fat helps regulate the body heat, 
and forms cushions for important 
nerves. 

Thus, a certain amount of fat is a 
sign of health, and only in rare in¬ 
stances is fat accumulated during 
illness. However, when too much 
fat is formed inside and outside the 
body, while still a sign of health, it 
can gradually interfere with the 
workings of the body—heart, liver, 
kidneys—with the result that over¬ 
weights are considered poor risks 
by life insurance companies, and 
also in cases where a surgical oper¬ 
ation is found necessary. 

Sometimes an individual who has 
always been underweight, skinny, 

_ suddenly begins to 

put on weight, and 
within the space of a 
^ year or two has gone 
* I from 125 pounds up 
to 225 pounds. The 
3 explanation in some 
J cases is change in oc¬ 
cupation, a changed 
outlook of life, get¬ 
ting into a regular 
groove of living with 
no demire for changes 
or advancement, 
stopping all forms of 
athletics or exercises. In other 
cases examined it would appear that 
some glandular change has taken 
place in the body whereby, despite 
eating the same amount of food (or 
perhaps eating less), a smaller 
amount of food seems to be needed 
for the work of the body, and more 
is thus stored away as fat. 

When this increase in fat occurs 
within a short time, and over the en¬ 
tire body, it is thought that it is 
the thyroid gland in the neck that 
is at fault in that it is not supplying 
enough of its juice—thyroid juice— 
to the blood. As this juice increases 
the action of all the processes of the 
body, increasing heat and burning 
up foodstuffs, any lack of it means 
that the processes will act more 
slowly, there will be less heat, less 
Mod burned and more stored as fat.

Leaders of contemporary thought 
and observers of modern life decry 
! the evident decadence of old-fash¬ 
ioned virtues. Our times are too 
materialistic, encouraging young 
people to strive for worldly success 
rather than high and noble char¬ 
acter. 

In a time when expediency is the 
ruling principle, it is well for Chris¬ 
tians to emphasize the fact that fol¬ 
lowing Christ has through all the 
years called for that loyalty to con¬ 
victions which has caused some who 
bear his name to be willing to die 
for him, yea, even to live and to 
suffer for him, for sometimes it 
may be harder to do the latter than 
the former. True followers of our 
Lord are willing. 

I. To Die for the Faith (7:54-8:1). 

Stephen, one of the first seven 

chosen as deacons of the church, “a 
man full of faith and of the Holy 
Spirit" (6:5). having been called 
before the Sanhedrin to answer 
false charges (6:8-15), faithfully 
stands for the truth. His indictment 
of Israel cuts to the heart. In anger 
his hearers stone him to death. He 
becomes the first martyr of the 
Church, that holy succession which 
has representatives in the young 
manhood and w'omanhood of today, 
ready, like John and Betty Stain, 
to die rather than to deny Christ. 

Note that in this hour Stephen 
was given a vision of his risen and 
ascended Lord (v. 55*. standing at 
the right hand of God to welcome 
his faithful servant. He prayed for 
those who took his life (v. 60). How 
gloriously that prayer was an¬ 
swered in the subsequent life of the 
young man Saul, who was "consent¬ 
ing unto his death." 

Not to all who follow Christ comes 
the need to face death for him, but 
all should be determined. 

II. To Live for the Faith (8:2-4). 

The early Church found that liv¬ 
ing for Christ entailed bitter perse¬ 
cution. Not even the sapetity of 
their homes was inviolate. Their 
persons and property felt the hard 
hand of havoc-making Saul, yet we 
find no intimation of complaint. 
Soon they were driven from home 
and scattered abroad, but the re¬ 
sult was the establishing of gospel 
centers wherever they went. Liv¬ 
ing for Christ calls for daily witness, 
for more than steadily bearing the 
responsibility of life. Not to preach¬ 
ers and Bible teachers alone is this 
sacred duty given, to be discharged 
only in a church service or Bible 
school. No, "they that were scat¬ 
tered abroad"—all of them went 
"everywhere." They were not mere¬ 
ly reforming or devoting their lives 
to social service, good as these 
might have been, but * preaching

Water and Weight 
A world-famous athlete stopped 
his athletic activities and gradually 
accumulated a considerable amount 
of excess weight. He took a little 
exercise but finding that there was 
no loss of weight, decided to go for 
an hour’s work in the gymnasium. 

Sure enough as he weighed him¬ 
self before exercise and after the 
first day there was a loss of three to 
four pounds. When he returned the 
next day his weight was the same 
as before the exercise of the first 
day, but again he took off three to 
four pounds by the exercise. 

This failure to lose weight was 
easily explained when it was found 
that after the exercise, immediately 
after returning home and during the 
night (he kept a pitcher of water by 
his bedside) he was in the habit of 
drinking from one to iwo quarts of 
water—perhaps a gallon and a half 
from six o’clock at night until six 
o’clock the next morning. 

It is known that fat tissue is able 
to hold more water than other tis¬ 
sues of the body; one pound of fat 
will hold over three pounds of wa¬ 
ter, so that the loss of a pound ol 
actual fat might mean the loss of 
four pounds of weight. Had this 
athlete continued his exercise long¬ 
er he would have rid himself of 
some actual fat and the water It 
wee holding.
